Only a Kore ot yeara pravloua. on 
February 9, ISZL Cengrtu had 
chartered the Columbian College of 
the District ot Oolumbla. 

Ths Idea ot a univer.lty located

•orad by Georgs Washington, and 
ha baqueaUted stock aharu toward 
Its founding. In the meantime, a 
movement waa etarted by private 
parsoni under tha Isaderahlp of 
Lather Rice to eetabUsh an Insti- 
tution to train Baptist ministers and 
glvt ganeral collegiate training. In 
inB an aasoclation was formed to 
raise funds to buy tho land for 
such a collage. 

A petition waa made In 1830 for 
a charter, but It was refused biu 
cause ef the eectarlan character of 
tha prepoted ooUtga.

India, 'Land of Contrast' 
Described by Former Student 


e mviA 18 A LAND like none 9th- 
er on the earth’s surface," wrote Lt. 
Sydney MelvUle Ratcliff, a graduate 
of the University, shortly after ar- 
riving there." It is a land of con- 
trast— of the greatest extremes of 
poverty and wealth.' 

The average worker receives less 
than one rupee a day," his letter 
says. "A rupee Is equivalent to 30 
cents. Since the Amertesns have 
drrlved. however, the city vendors 
and peddlers have with the utmost 
shrewdness raised their prices, and 
unless well Informed u to the 
goods snd quality one Is very likely 
to be badly stung. For Instance, 
taxicab faret are 8 annas (16 cents) 
a mile, but the drivers, knowing 
that we ere unfamiliar with Indian 
prices scale, will demand 3 or 8 
rupees for a short ride. 

The natives are perhaps the 
world's best bargainers. They en- 
joy bargaining for its own sake 
and actually would be unhappy If 
the customer petd the first asUng 
price. The ether day I priced a 
small Image of the Taj Mehal (the 
fabulous tomb built for his wife by 
an ancient Mogul conqueror). The 
merchant wanted U rupees (roost 
dealings are In the sl^ languegt). 
I offered Z He esme down to 8. 
I offered 3. He came down to 6. 
I went up to 4, and after much hag- 
gling could hav4 obtained the sr- 
tlcla for that price. Probably It 
itme worth no more then 3 nipeea 

"All in all, thla Is « fesciwatlng 
country. Ptotnrs seeing Mohamme- 


dan women dressed in flowing white' 
robes from the top of the head to 
the feet, with only two slits to peer 
through, raggedy beggars, naked 
children, men wearing only loin 
cloths, co-mingltd with people 
dressed In the height of Western 
fashion. 

"As to myself. I have never felt 
better in my life. I miss you all 
and sometimes experience s tinge 
of homesickness. But that ls\only 
natural. Balancing the asset and 
liability sections of the ledger, I find 
that my life has been immeasurably 
enriched by the things that I have 
seen end will be enriched still more 
by whet will follow."
